Although the bus company has 
been ordered to malntain a service 
on all routes up to 10 p.m, their 
vehicles stop running after dusk. 
This is a serious inconvenience to the 
public, as ricksha and motor car 
feres are higher. As a result most 
people prefer to stay home at night. 

The’ few cinema theatres which 
have resumed business are exhibit- 
ing old Chinese pictures in Mandarin 
dinloguc, which are not popular with 
the general public, despite low  ad- 
mission prices. American films no 
longer come to Canton. One reason 
is that distributors in Hongkong arc 
not inclined to exhibit thelr pictures, 
while many forel#n films which are 
not yet approved by the Nanking 
Film Censorship Board cannot be 
exhibited-here-—-——-— .

“L leave my own affairs in order 
und those of my firm, Iam ¢ompell- 
ed to this step becouse ¢ertain things 
have mude me fnee the fact that my 
character has deterlorated £0 
alarmingly during the last two years 
that 7 am no menace to myself and 
Others, 


"lam quite certain I have been 
suffering} from a form of megalo- 
mania—ao feeling 1 was a person of 
tremendous {mportance, and that I 
must be right and that the risks | 
was talking must come off, I had a 
queer deluslon nothing I did mattered 
because EF had lots of money myself. 


“At times I felt | was quite a dif- 
ferent person with a fortune of 
niijllons or more, I can see now 
these delusions I first had four years 
ago had been becoming increasingly 
Arequerit.” 


Mr. David Finney, a churtered 
uccountant, agreed with the follow- 
ing statement which ‘he had mude, 
und which was read by the Coroner: 
“f have known Mr. Stirling for 10 
years. He was in sound financial 
standing; bul worrled over imaginary 
difficulties, On Oct. 1 he telephoned 
me, and at nine p.m, visited me.

This fact is disclosed by Major- 
General Sir Fabion Ware of the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, in 
the report of the Commission just 
published In London under the title 
The’ Immortal Heritage.” 

Sir Fabian states that since Sep- 
tember 1921 no general search for 
bodies has been made, but that 
30,000 have been found by farmers, 
metal-searchers and others, and that 
they are still being discovercd.

About 20 per cent. of these have 
been identified, and itCis*stl possidie- 
to identify from 10 to 15 per cent, 
of the bodies recovered.

Although the ship .wos declared 
“black' by Austratinun trades unjons, 
the agents had no diMculty in pick- 
lngg up a non-union crew, 


But a dificult position arose over 


the Chinese crew of 36, left in 
Sydney, Although ‘charges of having 
deserted thelr ship were withdrawn 
agalnst the men, an {interesting posl- 
tlon arose when the men refused to 
be signed off unless the agents pald 
thelr waren in full until they 
were lunded in Hongkong on a 
passenger steamer, The awners had 
offered to pny the wages due to them 
until the day they had left the 
Silksworth, . 

Following the breakdown In nego- 
tations, the Australian Minister for 
Commerce, Dr. Earle Page, warned 
both the owners and the crew that 
unless a sntisfactory arrangement 
was quickly ‘made, the men would 
be regarded by the Commonwealth 
Government ‘us deserters and prohi- 
bited immigrants. Under the latter, 

* the men would be Unble to imprison- 
ment, ond the owners would be 
Hable to n Ane of £100 for cach men. 


AGREEMENTS BROKEN 


_ Dr. Page said that agreements had 
been reached twiee, but they had 
been broken by the crew, 

“Tho first ugreement, reached on 
October 15, was, that the Chinese 
crew would man the vessel os far 
as Manilla, where they would be 
paid off and repatrinted 10  Hong- 
kong,” he sald, “The Chinese crew 
decided on October 16 not to adhere 
to that agreement, The = second 
agreement was that the crew would 
be paid off at Newcastle and re- 
pautrinted 16 Hongkong on the Tal- 
ping. 

“In consideration of this agreement 
the muster agreed to withdraw the 
charges on which the crew were 
arrested. 
the w then refused to be paid off 
unless they were paid wages to the 
time of thelr arrival ino Hongkong 
by passenger steamer. The master 
refused and the whole negotiations 
broke down, 

“The Chinese crew ure now deser- 
ters and prohibited migrants, and are 
Hable to the law," Dr. Page added. 
“It Is most regrettable that ¢they 
should have been persuaded by the 
extreme element at the Trades Hall, 
in Newcastle, to resect the favourable 
terms which were obtnined for 
them." 

Subscquently it was announced 
that an arrangement had been come 
to for the repatriation of the crew 
to Wonrkone by the E.& A. Iner 
Nankin, leaving: Sydney on Novem- 
ber 13, : . 

The Depurtment of the Interior, 
which controls immigration in’ Aus- 
tralla, announced that It was satis. 
fled withthe conduct of the 36 
Chinese. The Government hid re- 
ceived an assurance from the Chinese 
Consul General tn Sydney that the 
men would be looked after until they 
left for Hongkony. .

London, Oct, 0. 

Extracts from a letter addressed to 
the coroner by Mr, Patrick St. John 
Stirllng, 30, a stockbroker, who was 
found shot at his home in te-sreet, 
Chelsea, were read at the Inquest at 
Hammersmith. yesterday, . 

Mr, Stirling was a member‘of the 
firm of Williamson, Fawcett and 
Stirling, of Old Jewry, EC. 

The Acting Coroner, Dr, McCarthy, 
said he thought that the letter left 
no doubt that the mun’s mind was 
disturbed. The lelter rend: 

"Tl leave my own 'affalrs jn order 
and those of my frm. J um compell- 
ed to this step becnuse certain things 
have mide me fnce the fact nt my 
character has = deteriorated so 
alarmingly during the Inst two years 
that Iam a menace to myself und 
others, 

“Tam. quite certain T-have been 
suffering trom a form of megalo- 
mania—a feellng I was a person of 
tremendous importunce, and that 1 
must be right und that the risks. I 
was taking must come off. I had a 
qucer deluston nothing J did mattered 
because 1 had lots of moncy myself, 

“At times I felt 1 was quite a dif- 
ferent ‘person with a fortune of 
milllons or-more, I can see now 
these delusions [ first had four ycurs 
ago hid been becoming inereusingly 
frequent." 
> Mr David Finney, a ehurtered 
wccountant, agreed with the follow- 
ing statement which he had made, 
and, which was read by the Coroner: 
“KE have known Mr, Stirling for 10 
years, He was in) sound finaneinl 
standing, but worried over imaginary 
diMculties. On Oct, t he telephoned 
me, and at nine p.m. visited me, He 
appeared worrled and depressed, 
sald: “L have not slept i 
the week.” : 

“LT hod a serlous talk with him, 
and pointed out that all his affairs 
were in order, . He seemed to think 
his judgment of the ‘markets hud 
been wrong since July.” 

Replying to Mr. Glyn Jones, ree 
presenting the family and = Mr. 
Stirling's firm, Mr, Finney suid that 
Mr. Stirling was a most conseicntious 
man. He had been successful in 
getting together clients, and he took 
their affairs far too much to heart, 

Mr. Jones: Has there been a 
substantial fall in value of American 
securities in the lust few weeks? 
Did certain clients acquire or retain, 
on his advice, American: securities ?-— 
Yes, among others, 

Asked Whether Mr. Stirling: had 
blamed himself for the losses whieh 
had fallen on his clients, Mr, Finney 
repiled that Mr. Surling regarded {t 
as a reflection on his capabilities and

Within the last’ month or so 
has come the news of the re- 
markable_ properties’ of . the 
tobacco virus. 


The tabacco virus lies on the, 
border-line between the vege- 
table and the mineral worlds. 
If you take the juico of a plant 
that has been infected . by the 
virus you can isolate from it a 
protein body, the essence of 
which is a stricturo having the 
properties ‘of a crystal; in re- 
spect of shape, size-and mole- 
cular weight it is a crystal. 


Also it possesses a rigid body 
structure. This is 
because a body with a rigid 
structure has’ not, one would 
suppose, the capacity of taking 
substances into itself from out- 
side itself, or exereting sub- 
stances from itscdlf. This capa- 
city has always been regarded 
as a distinctive possession of 
living organisms. 3 


Nevertheless, this - entity 
which has been isolated in in- 
fected tobacco juice doca ap- 
parently possess “the power of 
reproducing itself. 


For; however much you dilute 
the infected .juice, it still re- 
mains infected, a fact that sug- 
gests that, so long as any of 
these entities remain in it, they 
can multiply themselves almost 
indefinitely.
